Re x Report of Preliminary Interrogation. 



Since 6 May 1945 Otto SKDRZENT awaited the Arrival of American troops 
in the village of ANNABEKG to turn over the members of his personal staff, 
the remaining elements of his JAGVERBAENDE and himself, to the ooqupying 
forces. SKDRZOtT'o staff consisted of four officers and ten enlisted men 
with some 300 Jagdverhaende personnel scattered in the valleys in groups 
of twenty to fifty men who has been withdrawn from the East front shortly # 
before the Russian breakthrough for purposes of curbing looting by dosertors- 
in threatened villages. 

On 10 May 1945, a Captain from the 15th I nfan try Regiment accompanied 
by two French officers came to ANNA33RG where SKDRZENT presented himself 
but apparently made no impression os these offioers left without giving 
any Instructions. SKDRZENT had propoeod to gather his men to .pin the 
VI SS Panzer Corps under Ob exgni ppenfuchrer GILLE in order to avoid 
individual action or disbandment of his troops, SKDRZENT proposed this to 
avoid any suspicion on the part of the Amorioans that he hod left behind a 
group to conduct missions of sabotage or resistance. 

On 11 or 12 May 1945# a group of approximately 100 U.S, troops 
moved into the village of Annoberg. SKDRZENT submitted a letter roqubsting 
permission, to gather his men and to be presented to higher headquarters in 
Salzburg where an intelligence officer who knew of SKDRZENT 1 a position 
would* take him into custody. On the l6th, SEDRZENY, with Stunsbannfuehror 
RAUL, Hauptatumfuehrer HONKS and Oberjuriker HsTTkH, wore driven to Salzburg 
in a jeep where he was received by a Major in 30th Infantry Regiment who 
also remained unimpressed by SKDRZENT 1 s name. However, Lt, Mo lean 
recognized the name and conducted the party to MARK! TONSAD. whore they wore 
issued. passcectjr Major General ZEISS, Chrtskciiinandant, which wore to be 
countersigned by the 15th Infantry Regimcmt located in TERPEN. Upon 
arriving' thoro SKDRZENT* s name was rooognized and he was irancdiatoly .taken 
to the 8~2 of the Regiment whore he was disarmed, handcuffed and questioned. 

On 17 May 1945# SKDRZENT was condnotod to 307th CIO Dotaohmont for 
preliminary interrogation. He hod in his possession tho attached passes 
which were to enable him to gather his subordinates and surrender thorn to 
the US authorities. The following posses wero issued to:

SKDSZENI is married, 
has ono -child end adheres to the Ronoa' Catholio roligiocu He bccamo a 
todnsbe^r; of the NSDAP in 1934 aoi joined the SB in February 1940 as a simple 
J^Sahiu - Previous to his joining the SS ho was on officer’s candidate in 
the luftwaffe from September 1939 until February 1940.

is evident that his greater interest revolved around now sabotago methods! 
personnel leadership of oombat missions of his JAGDVEHEAENDE and political 
action against the Russians in so far as insurrection in the Ukraine and 
the Balkans could be promoted. ^ 

o. and d* SKDRZENY admits that stay behind agents in possosoion of 
W/T sets antf - sabotage oquipoeht for military operations to disrupt 
rt rwmniry j «n lines in the rear areas were left in the torritorlos evacuated 
by the German Army with instructions to operate as long as the fightin g was 
in progress. Contact was maintained with AMI MIL E under Major KX8ETSC0KIN 
(H/T operations of Abwehr I and Il) # but completely broke down whan 
POTExSCHKIK disappeared. No provisions have been made to continue 
operations from a resistance headquarters under AME Vl/S. 

e. In November 1944, A WK5EW LF School was established at NEUS3SELITZ 
under"the direction of AMT Vj/S as requested by ISEUT2HANN, head of the 
WEREWOLF. The training lasted from five to eight days and consisted of 
gmflll arms and minor sabotage instructions* The students numbered from 200 
to 300 being mede up of ap p roxi mately 3Q$ women! 10$ Hitler JUgaod and the 
balance men of various ages/ SKDRZENT has little regard for the quality 
of the. people trained and particularly referred to the fcmlno element os 
“Vexwelkte Jungfrauea" (Frustrated Virgins), Tho o nly localities in 
which there is a semblance of organisation in WEREWOLF activities are 
in East Prussia and the Rhineland! where they have had soqo time to plan 
and establish dumps* Personxnol of the school were:

Sabotage dumps established by Abrofar Hin France, Belgium and Holland 
later oanre under the direct supervision of AMT MTT, "d" controlled by 
8KDRZENX. Maps and photographs denoting location of those various dumps 
were allegedly burned in Unter-Bayorn after the transfer from BIRKOTWEREE 
at the time of the Gorman retreat. However, SKDRZENY does not exclude the 
possibility that copios of these documents might still be in tho possession 
of members of the former LEITSTELLE WEST (Abwohr),

SKDRZEEJY^ volunteered the following information: 

a. Knowledge of industrial conoontration In the URAL in connection 
With plans which were compiled for the use of the Luftwaffe, Professor 
STKTNMAJttf of the Wehrtochnisohe Fakultaot of Berlin and Staff Engineer 
XBNSCHE, his assistant, laid the plans after years of painstaking 
research, 

b. Knowledge of the Ukrainian resistance movement sponsored by 
Gormans through 1^/T agents, agents provocateurs, oto, 

o, Industrial installations around Moscow, ' 

AGENTS 1 BOTES: 

Despite the short time emoted for ‘interrogation of SSDRZEMT, these 
Agents believe that he is, sincere in his desire to givoall possible 
information. The dolicato question regarding the whereabouts and hiding 
places of his former collaborators has been lightly brushed. At the present 
time, 8KDRZEHT still fools his responsibility as an Army Officer towards 
hie subordinates. Time, however, may mellow certain ocruplos which ho * 
maintains at the present, 

SKDRZENT seriously . considers the eventuality of a Wo stem Block against 
Conomism. This consideration oortainly was primordial in his voluntary 
surrender in the hopo that he might bo given an active part in this 
undertaking. IXw to his Austrian ancestry, ho is oleor minded and pliablo 
but politically short sightod to the point of naivity.
